No. F.1/6/58-SI — In exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-section (1) of Section 97 of the Delhi Municipal 
Corporation Act, 1957 (66 of 1957), the Union Public Service 
Commission hereby makes the following regulations, 
namely : — 

PARTI 

1. Shbrt title— These regulations may be called the Union 
Public Service Commission (Consultation by the Delhi 
Municipal Corporation) Regulations, 1959, 

2. Definitions — In these regulations — 

(a) “appointing authority” in relation to a municipal 
officer or other munioipal employee means the 
authority empowered to make appointments to 
the post which such officer or employee for the 
time being holds; 

(b) “Commission” means the Union Public Service 
Commission; 

(c) “Commissioner” means the Commissioner of the 
Delhi Municipal Corporation; 

(d) “General Manager” means — 

(i) in relation to the Delhi Electric Supply Under- 
taking, the General Manager (Electricity); and 

(ii) in relation to the Delhi Transport Undertak- 
ing. the General Manager (Transport); 


(e) “post” means any post under the Corporation, the 
appointment to which is to be made after consul- 
tation with the Commission as required by 
section 96; 

(f) “section” means a section of the Delhi Municipal 
Corporation Act, 1957 (66 of 1957); 

(g) “Undertaking” means the Delhi Electric Supply 
Undertaking, the Delhi Transport Undertaking or 
the Delhi Water Supply and Sewage Disposal 
Undertaking, as the case may be. 

PART II 

3. Methods of appointment — Appointments to posts may 
be made by the following methods: 

(a) By promotion in accordance with Part III of these 
regulations; 

(b) By transfer or deputation from Civil Service of 
the Union or of a State in accordance with Part 
IV of these regulations; 

(c) By direct recruitment in accordance with Part V 
of these regulations; 

4. (a) The method of recruitment to a post shall be 
decided by the appointing authority in consultation with 
the Commission. 

(b) Where appointment to any post is to be made by 
promotion, the appointing authority shall in consultation 
with the Commission specify the posts the holders of 
which shall be eligible for promotion; the appointing 
authority shall also decide, in consultation with the 
Commission, whether promotion shall be by seniority, 
subject to the rejection of the unfit, or whether it shall 
be by selection according to merit. 

PART III 

5. Appointment by promotion — (a) Where promotion is 
to be made by seniority, a list of officers eligible for pro- 
motion shall be compiled by the Commissioner or the 
General Manager, as the case may be, and arranged in 
order of seniority. Such list shall be forwarded to the 
Commission together with the reasons for the super- 
session of any officer, if the Commissioner or the General 
Manager, as the case may be, considers such supersession 
justified. 

(b) The Commission shall, after considering the views 
of the Commissioner or the General Manager, as the case 
may be, and the records of service of officers, make such 
recommendations as the Commission may consider ap- 
propriate. 

(c) Where promotion is to be made by selection ac- 
cording to merit, a Departmental Promotion Committee 
shall be constituted by the Commissioner or the General 
Manager, as the case may be, in consultation with the 
Commission, consisting of the Chairman or other Member 
of the Commission, who shall be the Chairman of the 
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Committee, and a nominee or nominees of the Corpora- 
tion. The recommendations of the Departmental Promo- 
tion Committee shall be forwarded to the Commission 
and the Commission after considering them, shall com- 
municate their advice to the Commissioner or the General 
Manager, as the case may be; 

Provided that no person shall be eligible for appoint- 
ment by promotion unless he is in the service of the Cor- 
poration in the department or the Undertaking where the 
post is to be filled. 

PART IV 

6. Recruitment by transfer or deputation — Reci uitment 
to any post by transfer or deputation shall be made by 
the appointing authority in consultation with the Com- 
mission and in accordance with such procedure as may be 
advised by the Commission. 

FART V 

7. Selection by direct recruitment — Where it is proposed 
to make appointment to a post by selection by direct 
recruitment, the Commissioner or the General Manager, 
as the case may be, shall send a requisition to the Secre- 
tary of the Commission in such form as may be prescribed 
by the Commission. 

8. The requisition shall contain full particulars of the 
posts, including information regarding the pay-scale; 
whether the post is permanent or temporary; if tempo- 
rary, whether the post is likely to continue in- 
definitely or for a limited term; the lower and upper age 
limits; the period of probation, if any; the qualifications 
required; and the duties of the post. 

9. If the Commission consider that the qualifications 
and the age limits are not appropriate, the Commission 
shall advise the Commissioner or the General Manager, 
as the case may be, as to the amendments to be made in 
these matters. 

10. Ordinarily the Commission shall advertise the 
vacancies in such manner as the Commission may deem 
fit. A candidate must apply before such date and in such 
form as may be prescribed by the Commission. The Com- 
mission may, however, in suitable cases, adopt such other 
method of contacting candidates for the posts as they may 
consider necessary or appropriate. 

11. A candidate for appointment to a post must be — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(c) a person who has migrated from areas which now 
form Pakistan with the intention of permanently 
settling down in India, or 

(d) a subject of Nepal or of a Portuguese of former 
French Possession in India. 

The appointment of a candidate falling in category (c) 
or (d) above shall be subject to the issue of a certificate 
of eligibility in his favour by the Government of India. 
Certificates of eligibility shall not however be necessary 
in the case of candidates belonging to any of the follow- 
ing categories : 

(i) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan 
before 19th July 1958, and have ordinarily been 
resident in India since then. 

(il> Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan after 
18th July 1948, but before 30th September 1948, 
and got themselves registered as citizens within 
the time allowed. 

(iii) Non-citizens who entered service under the 
Government of India before the commencement of 
the Constitution, viz., 26th January 1950, and who 
have continued in such service since then. Any 
such person who re-entered, or may re-enter such 
service with a break, after the 26th January 1950, 
shall, however, require a certificate of eligibility 
in the usual way. 

12. A candidate must fulfil the age limits prescribed; 

Provided that-*- 

(a) the upper age-limits prescribed shall be relaxable 
up to a maximum of five years if a candidate be- 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe; 

(b) a candidate who is a bona fide displaced person from 
Pakistan shall be allowed the age concession, if 
any, which the Government may sanction from 
time to time; 


(c) the Commission may relax the age-limits up to 
three years in exceptional circumstances. 

13. A candidate must possess such educational and other 
qualifications as may be prescribed. 

14. A candidate must satisfy the Commission and the 

Commissioner or the General Manager, as the case may 
be, that his character and antecedents are such as to 
make him suitable for appointment to the service or 
department. , 

15. A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility 
is necosc-iry may nevertheless be interviewed and also’ 
provisionally appointed, subject to his producing the 
nccesesr/ certificate within such time as may be allowed 
in this behalf by the Commission. 

18. The c 1 . cision of the Commission on the question 
whether a candidate does, or does not, satisfy the require- 
ments ol regulations 11, 12 and 13 shall be final. 

19. The Commission may, in exceptional circumstances, 
relax all or any of the requirements of regulations 11, 12 
and 13 't it considers it to be in the public interest to 
do so. 

20. *A candidate must be in good mental and bodily 
health and free from any physical defect likely to inter- 
fere with the discharge of his duties as an officer of the 
Corporation. A candidate who (after such physical exami- 
nation is the appointing authority may prescribe) is 
round not to satisfy those requirements shall not be 
.appointed, 

21. A candidate must, at the time of application, pay 
such fee as the Commission may from time to time pres- 
cribe and must submit such proof of his qualifications as 
the Commission may require. 

22. The particulars of all candidates together with the 
comments of the Commission as respects those who are 
considered by the Commission suitable for being called 
for interview shall be sent to the Commissioner or the 
General Manager, as the case may be, for his comments, 
if any.

25. If the Commission consider that adequate ground: 
do not exist for reconsidering their advice and do no> 
change their original advice and the appointing authority 
is still unable to accept it, the matter shall be referred 
to the Cenlral Government under sub-section (2) o 
Section 97. 

26. The Commission shall be informed by the Commis 
sioner or the General Manager, as the case may be, o 
action taken on its recommendation in all cases.
